IMPROVING POSTAL SERVICE 
Kansas City ° Star: Thirty-two 
years ago the postmaster-general of 
the United States was Timothy O 
Howe, and he evidently was not 
satisfied with the character of post- 
masters then in office. He became 
an advocate of government owner 
ship of the telegraph service, and 
here is one of the arguments he ad- 
vanced in favor of it: “If the union 
of the telegraph and postal serv- 
ices did not improve the telegraph 
at all, | think it would improve the 
postal service in some important re 
spects. It would necessitate the 
employment of telegraph operators 
for postmasters in many offices. 
That would result in giving to the 
administration of not a few offices, 
men who have learned to do one 
thing in place of those who have 
never learned to do anything.” This 
cynical comment is quoted at the 
present time because of its obvious 
lesson as applied to all public serv- 
ice, namely, that men _ should be 
chosen for office because of their 
fitness, and not on account of their 
politics

AUTO EXPERTS SEEK TO END 
ROAD MENACE OF 
HEADLIGHT. 


So serious has become the head-| 
light question that the Society of | 
Automobile Engnieers, the world’s 
leading motor technical body, has 
undertaken to find a practical solu- 
tion. It is hoped by the concen- 
tration of the automobile experts to 
some means that can be 
placed in general use be- 
fore there_is stringent legislation on 
the subject. 

The problem is particularly diffi- 
cult because of the necessity of 
strong headlights with the 
day powerful and speedy cars. The | 
road must be well illuminated ahead | 
for at least 100 feet for safe night | 
driving other roads other than houle- | 
vards, | 

And in that necessity there arises | 
a menace to all traffic. The present | 
powerful ‘headlights are blinding to 
the drivag of any | y Mole coming | 
against their rays. eee a driter 
approaches a machine equipped with 
the glaring headlights he is helpless 
as far as seeing his own way is 
concerned, He either must pull to 
one side of the road and stop or run 
danger of an accident. 

The city ordinances recognize the 
dangers of such piercing lights. 
Street cars entering the downtown 
dropped oyer 
them. Yet just as powerful auto- 
mobile headlights are unrestricted 
in any and all sections. 

Outside Roads Worst 

But it is not in the city 
danger lies in the blinding
